The proposed wage scale, which is 
being opposed by the union, pro- 
i'vides that all employes now receiv- 
ing 45 cents an hour be reduced 7 *% 
cents per hour, those receiving be- 
tween 37% and 44 cents an hour be 
reduced to 871, cents an hour, a}! ys 
receiving 45% cents and less than 
50 cents be reduced 6 cents an hour, 
all receiving 60 cents and over be 
reduced 3 cents per hour, all re- 
i ceiving 37% cents per hour or less 
not to be reduced, and those em- 
ployed on a piece-work basis to be 
reduced 8 per cent. 

The companies say that the larg- 
est reduction is made in the un- 
skilled labor ecale, because this scale 
is higher than the scale paid un- 
skilled labor in other industries and 
for the further reason that unskilled 
‘labor is now plentiful

Pire takes its way.” In supporting 
novel interpretation of human 
progress, Stefansson tumbled over 
many popular fancies concerning 
those regions of northern proximity 
to the pole. 

“The westward march,” he aaid, 
“did not stop till west met east and 
there was no west. The northern 
march will not stop till north meets 
north on the other side of the pole. 
The westward march was an inci- 
cent of a few centuries. The north- 
ern march is fundamental” 

History Rapidly Reviewed. 

Stefansson glanced rapidly back 
over history to show that whatever 
has existed north of civilization al- 
ways has been “a dreadful frozen 
waste unfit for the habitation of 
man.”’ 

“The ancient Egyptians of Mem- 
phis,” he said, ‘‘recognized in the 
rich, middle Nile bottom lands, a 
natural resource they thought un- 
parallied anywhere in the universe. 
“We are the first peopie, and will 
remain sv,’ they reasoned. ‘We have 
the resources.’ 

“Greece and Rome succeeded 
Memphis and viewed the Alps and 
Pyrannees as the outposis of the 
habitable world. Beyond lay ice 
and wilderness into which none but 
a fool would venture. Rome aad 
Greece passed and the Moors set up 
t(he-torch of enlightenment in Spain. 
They were aware that some of the 
rays touched a vague shore 
Britain. ‘Poor Britain,’ they said, ‘a 
little island with 
people doomed.’ 

“At the end of that war we cal! 
the French and Indian war, France 
and England were disputing settle- 
ment on the basis of what lands 
were the best sugar lands, just as 
peace in the late war was attended 
by a scramble for the best oil lands.

Police Sergeant Wheatley followed |
